It  has  been  a  matter  of  doubt  whether  books  of  bad 
paper  are  worth  binding  in  the  manner  here  advertised, 
or  whether  they  even  pay  for  a  cheap  rebinding  after 
use  in  publishers  covers. 

Merely  to  fold  or  crease  some  paper  is  to  injure  it. 
Paper  in  which  wood  pulp  enters  is  simply  not  tough 
enough  to  hold  the  sewing  thread,  and  the  leaves  break 
away  from  the  binding  however  carefully  done. 

My  improved  oversewing  tackles  this  bad  paper  in 
such  a  way  as  to  hold  it  securely  in  spite  of  its  want  of 
fibre. 

I  have  seen  no  book  the  printing  of  which  was  fit 
for  your  library  which  could  not  be  successfully  bound. 
However  poor  the  quality  of  its  paper,  I  can  bind  a 
book  which  will  last  twice  as  long  as  a  book  bought  in 
the  ordinary  way,  even  though  the  binding  of  such 
book  be  again  and  again  renewed. 

I  shall  shortly  be  in  a  position  to  bind  very  thick, 
hard-surfaced  paper,  and  the  very  thick  wood-pulp 
paper  by  means  of  a  linen  album-jointed  guard,  at  a 
slight  increase  over  the  cost  of  ordinary  work. 

Each  book  purchased  new  in  drivers’  patent  binding 
is  sewed  and  bound  in  the  manner  best  adapted  to  the 
quality  of  its  paper,  the  thickness  of  its  section  and  the 
size  and  weight  of  its  volume. 
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I  BEG  to  call  your  attention  to  my  patent  book¬ 
bindings,  which  are  especially  adapted  to  the 
hard  wear  and  tear  of  Public  Libraries.  One- 
half  of  the  cost  of  bookbinding  will  be  saved  to 
your  Library  if  you  have  your  books  bound  in 
this  manner. 

Among  the  many  advantages  of  my  system  of  bind¬ 
ing  are  included  the  following  : 

All  strain  of  the  cover  is  taken  from  the  leaves  of 
the  book  by  a  patented  system  of  linen  joints. 

The  sheets  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  book, 
being  most  used,  are  lined  in  their  folds  with  jaconet. 

My  patented  systems  of  sewing  are  adapted,  as  is 
no  other  method,  to  the  varying  qualities  and  thickness 
of  modern  papers. 

When  books  are  of  spongy  or  weak  paper,  I  over¬ 
sew  them  when  necessary  at  no  extra  charge. 

The  leather  used  is  pigskin.  Such  leather  is  guar¬ 
anteed  to  be  tanned  free  from  the  use  of  mineral  acids. 

The  sides  are  covered  with  a  specially  prepared  extra 
stout  material,  which  may  be  cleaned  with  a  damp  sponge. 

This  material  is  brought  over  the  corners  and,  being 
all  of  one  piece,  a  very  stout  and  non-breakable  corner  is 
the  result.  It  is  stronger  than  leather  and  does  not  fray. 

Books  are  treated  with  tight  or  loose  backs,  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  forwarder  the  quality  of  the  paper 
may  require.  In  all  cases  the  utmost  flexibility  which 
the  paper  will  allow  is  obtained.

I  am  prepared  to  rebind  your  fiction  volumes 
(7^4  inches  high  when  rebound)  at  an  all-round  price 
of  50  cents  for  ordinary  and  thick  books.  For  thin 
books,  smaller  books,  and  books  which  have  become 
soiled,  and  are  therefore  not  worth  so  expensive  a  bind¬ 
ing,  the  charges  are  45  cents  or  40  cents  per  volume, 
according  to  size  and  condition.  For  larger  sizes 
higher  prices  are  charged.*  In  estimating  costs  it 
should  be  remembered  that  books  are  cut  a  little  in 
rebinding,  so  that  very  few  lending-library  books  cost 
more  than  50  cents.

LIBRARIAN  tells  me  that  his  library  in  one 
year  requires  9,000  books  to  be  rebound. 


^  ^  It  cost  in  library  assistants’  time  alone  $218 
to  send  to, ‘  and  receive  these  books  from,  the  binder. 
They  were  all  absent  from  their  shelves  three  weeks 
each.  Three  weeks  is  1/17  part  of  a  year.  One- 
seventeenth  part  of  9,000  is  529.  This  means  that 
529  books  were  practically  lost  to  this  library.

A  popular  novel,  published  at  $1.50,  was  purchased 
of  the  local  bookseller  for  90  cents  in  publisher’s  covers, 
and  the  same  novel  was  bought  in  Chivers’  binding  at 
a  cost  of  $1.50. 

After  three  months  the  first  book  was  rebound  in 
half-morocco  at  a  cost  of  45  cents  and  was  used  for  nine 
months  when  it  was  again  rebound  (oversewed  this 
time)  in  cloth  at  a  cost  of  30  cents.  After  six  months’ 
further  use  the  book  was  discarded  as  worn  out. 

The  total  service  of  this  book  was  18  months,  dur¬ 
ing  which  it  was  out  of  work  twice,  for  three  weeks 
each  time,  for  binding.
